Mahatnm  Qandhi.  Hindu  mystic 
and  Nationalist  leader,  and  his  band 
of  seventy-nine  voltinteers.  tonight 
completed  the  third  day  of  their 
march  to  Jialalpur,  opening  the  Na- 
tionall.st  campaign  for  civil  diso- 
bedience to  the  Indian  Oovemment. 
They  stepped  for  the  night  at  the 
VlllM*  Matar. 

The  march  from  Nawago,  where 
tbty  slept  la-st  night,  was  broken  at 
Vasna.  but  otherwise  was  eventless. 
At  Vasna.  Oandhl  daUvsrad  a 
speech,  exhorting  the  villagers  to 
volunteer  for  the  dvll  resistance 
campaign  and  lo  resign  their  Oov- 
emment p^Ksit ;oir.  After  the  speech, 
the  lieadineii  niid  th"  police  aiithor- 
tties  at  Vasna  and  at  Mahalal  re- 
signed and  the  vlUagers  VQfwad  not 
to  fill  the  vacancies.

•WBDEN'8  EXAMFLE 


Sweden,  a  country  perhaps  further  advanced 
in  the  work  of  forest  conservation  than  ftnywhere 
else,  has  Just  completed  a  sunrey  of  h^  forests. 

The  estimate  of  her  forest  wealth  is  1  400,000.000 
cubic  metres.  In  Sweden  there  has  been  for  a 
long  time  past  a  strictly  enforced  system  .of  re- 
forestation. There  Is  an  elaborate  fire  protec- 
tion policy  followed.  There  are  also  restrictions 
affecting  cutting.  The  annual  Increase  by 
growth  is  estimated  at  57,000.000  CUbiC  metres. 
This  exceeds  anticipations  by  66  per  cent.  This 
survey  has  cost  Sweden  $350,000.  It  serves  not 
only  to  confirm  that  country  In  the  forest  pro- 
tection policy  she  Is  following  but  also  affords 
much  information  of  what  can  be  done  to  In- 
crease the  conssrvatlon  of  the  future  supply. 
There  Is  a  lesson  for  Canada  in  what  Sweden  is 
doing.  The  Dominion  has  lagged  far  behind 
other  countries  in  consarving  htr  foNii  re- 
sources. 


But  While  in  the  afTain  of  natloQs 
and  men  there  is  said  to  be  a  time 
for  play  and  a  time  for  work,  so 
after  the  merry  dance  there  comes 
a  time  for  sober  reflection.  While 
the  piper  has  been  playing  his  mer-

TBSTBRDArg  ANNIVngARY 

The  Lady  Douglas  (^liapter  of  the  Daughters 
ol  Emplr«  eoitfbrated  the  birthday  of  this  city 

ye.'^tcrday  as  has  been  done  for  a  number  of 
years  recently.  This  anniversary  marlcs  the 
sekwtkm  bgr  Chief  Factor  James  Douglas  of  the 
site  for  the  Hudson  s  Bay  trading  post  (Camo- 
suu^  which  is  the  location  of  the  city  of  today, 
fMorlft  llras  is  olghty-stven  years  old,  a  tteilthy 
old  age  as  cities  of  the  West  go,  but  b  mere  in- 
fant in  the  span  of  life  that  is  associated  with 
civic  development  In  older  communities.  The  at- 

tractloM.s  governliiK  Chief  Factor  Dou}<Ia.s'  choice 
were  doubtless  many.  There  was  an  enchanting 
view  both  landwards  and  seawards.  The  slt^ 
was.  as  one  writer  has  described  It,  as  if  "nature 
and  art  had  combined  to  make  one  of  the  most 
pleasing  prospects  In  the  world."  Whatever 
were  the  compelling  reasons  for  the  choice  then 
made  history  has  amply  Justified  the  wisdom 
shown  by  the  greatest  of  pioneers  of  British  Co- 
lumbia. 

It  has  remained  for  the  Lady  Douglas  Chap- 
ter of  the  Daughters  of  Empire  to  perpetuate  the 
remembrance  of  the  anniversary  of  March  14, 
which  Is  a  milestone  in  the  history  of  British  Co- 
lumbia. A  date,  a  name  and  the  commencement 
Of  an  era  of  development  are  all  marked  bgr  the 
anniversary.  Strictly  speaking  the  site  of  Vlc- 
torla-to-be,  the  capital  of  a  great  province,  was 
selected  March  14,  1848.  It  was  not  until  a  day 
or  two  after  that  the  work  of  constructing  the 
fort  wa3  cummenced.  After  seeing  operations 
started  Chief  Factor  Douglas  went  on  to  Fort 
Durham  at.  Taku  Inlet  and  Fort  McLoughlin  at 
Millbauk  Sound  to  arrange  for  the  abandonment 
Of  these  posts.  He  returned  80uth~wards  on  the 

Beaver  and  lander!  with  his  party  to  OCCUpy  Fctft 
Camo&uu  on  June  1,  1843. 

The  whole  history  of  Sir  James  Douglas  in  his 

relation  to  this  province  is  an  inspiring  one  He 
(thunned  no  difficulty  or  danger  in  the  part  he 
played  In  emplr»*bulkllng.  Re  was  always  pre- 

priiing  for  the  future  and  was  po.sse.Med  of  that 
political  genius  which  performs  little  as  well  as 
great  duties  with  punctilious  exactitude.  The 
example  in  thl;,  rreiard  that  he  left  to  po.sterlty 
Is  one  wortliy  of  emulation.  He  possessed  the 
pioneering  splrltf  In  abundant  menure.  It  Is 
that  spirit  which  is  still  .so  requisite  in  the  de- 
velopment of  British  Coiumbia's  prosperity.

Wlien  the  policy  of  the  Wheat 
Pool  was  first  announced  and  the 
purport  of  it  wa.i  understood,  the 
consensus     of     busing  opinion 
throughout  all  parts  of  Canada,  ex- 
cept the  Prairie  Provinces,  wa.s  that 
the   experiment   was   daring  but 
doubtful:    that    while  everybody 
lioped   for  the  best,  many  people 
feared  the  worst.  We  said  then  that 
if  any  other  organised  business  In 
Oauii  '  t  •  '  ept  the  farmers  had  at- 
tempted to  hold  up  the  sale  of  a 
oomnodtty  for  the  purpose  of  eon- 
trolUnf    the   naarket   and  fixing 
prices,  that  organisation  would  have 
been  liable  to  prosecution  on  a 
charge  of  conspiracy  in  restraint  of 
trade,  that  It  wan  quite  as  Indefensi- 
ble for  an  organization  to  attempt  to 
control  the  market  by  withholding 
the  sale  of  wheat  as  it  was  for  an 
individual  to  buy  up  all  the  avail- 
able supplies  of  wheat  for  the  pur- 
pose of  controlling  the  market  and 
extorting  artificial  prices.    But  the 
syaipathias  of  the  people  were  with 
the  Wheat  Pool,  wlileh  hnd  been  of 
great  benefit  to  the  Wlieat  grower.s 
during  a  term  of  years,  and  no  gov- 
ernment of  Canada,  particularh  the 
present   Oovernment   of  Canada, 
Hreuld  havb  thought  of  lastltating 
against  it.

thl.\  the  At tr.rney -General  made  the 

statement  that  the  increase  in  the 
profit,  which  the  pioflnoe  was  get- 
ting from  the  liquor  end  of  the 
business,  was  not  from  the  Increase 

in  the  consumjitlon  of  liquor  by  the 
residents  of  the  piovince,  but  from 
the  tourLst  trade  from  the  Other 
side  of  tile  line. 

Tlie  matter  came  up  on  a  request 
of  the  Leader  of  the  Opposition  for 
a  reduotlon  In  ttie  prices  of  liquors 
tn  British  Columbia.  He  thought 
iiiat  the  Oovernment  was  estimat- 
ing too  high  on  the  profits  that 
would  be  derived  from  liquor  during 
the  year.  He  thought  that  it  was 
estimating  perhaps  $900,000  too 
high. 

He  pointed  out  that  the  Oovern- 
ment was  becoming  more  ar>d  more 
dependent  uj>on  tlie  liquor  profits. 
This  he  said  wa.s  not  a  iiealthy 
sign.  It  was  estimated  that  about 
30  per  cent  was  the  profit  made.
